HOUSING AND MEAL REGISTRATION INFORMATION 

Inexpensive and comfortable housing is. available on the VU campus within a short walking distance of the Symposium site. 
Campus housing is sold as a package plan only: five nights starting Thursday (May 30) night and ending Tuesday (June 4) 
noon.
